Tne first step, was to try trumpei, 


to note how they were divided. 
I 


hoped for a 3-2 break, but I en- 
countered a -1-1 division. The second 
and third tricks went to tho Ace and 
K of spades. lOast dropped his fifth 
diamond on the second round of 
trumps. Declarer's trumps had to b» 
used for riifflng. Dummy was put In 
with tho Q of clubs. I ruffed a low 
diamond return. Dummy was put In 
with its K of clubs. I led dummy'a 
husi diamond and used my last trump 
for r-irang. Then I led the -Ace of 
clubs. West ruffed for his first de- 
fensive trick. His second trick was 
obtained by leading his good J of 
spades.

bodily mechanisms are examined, as 
well as inquiry into the diet This la 
one of the most important fields In 
which It looks as if future develop- 
ment would lead to valuable results.

any way. and can only occur in nosei 
which are 
predisposed 
toward it 


Sometimes. In proper cases, operation 
completely cures. It is a simple mat- 
ter to straighten the septum of the 
nose, which may be enough to result 
In very j,-rent or complete relief. Cli- 
matic changes to a warm, dry climate 
help only by reducing the amount 
of secretion. 
The underlying cause 


Is not affeclcd by climate ant], there- 
fore, complete euro is seldom accom- 
plished in this way.

LOUISVILLE, May 1 
(UP) —

drama and breath-taking emotion 
than in any single event in the 
sports whirl.

Downs, as the thoroughbreds par- 
ade to the post, until the winner 
, comes pounding across the finish 
line, every heart in the vast throng 
will bejit to the tempo of thunder- 
ing hoofs.

Park Avenue debutantes, gamblers 
and governors—all in the breath- 
less crowd will lose their identity, 
forget their trouble and woe of the 
work-a-day world, and meet on a 
common ground of understanding 
as they are enthralled by a daz- 
zling array of horseflesh. 


Cobb Describes Event 


In the immortal words of Irvin 


S. Coob, until you go to Kentucky 
and with your own eyes behold a 
Derby. "You ain't never been no- 
where and you ain't never seen 
nothin'." 


The first Derby was run on May 


17, 1875, before 10,000 persons. It 
was won by Aristides, the little red 
horse, from a field of 14 others. 
His time for the mile and a half, 
the Derby distance until 1896, was 
2:37 3-4. The winning purse was 
52,850, smallest in Derby, history. 


Since that day 61 years ago, the 


Derby has- grown into an Amer- 
ican institution. It has survived 
war, depression, good times and 
bad times, 
reformers, 
political 


battles — not only survived but 
steadily mounted in popularity 
until for a brief moment each 
May day it commands the atten- 
tion of the entire nation.

since.

themselves to the 
Democratic 


party. Herbert Hoover and Prank 
Lowden we.*e the 1928 choices, and 
Owen D. Young and Carter Glass 
the Democratic nominees in 1932.

this year, however. 
And on May 


8 and 9 they will flock into a 
circus tent to make selections that 
stand a 50-50 chance of being re- 
peated in nearby Cleveland only 
a month later.
